The announcement said Admir- 
als King and Halsey had returned 
to their headquarters “after con- 
ferences at Pearl Harbor” with 
Admiral Nimitz. 

The first meeting of the Navy’s 
commander in chief, Adm. King, 
with Adms, Nimitz and Halsey in 
the Pacific war theater undoubted- 
ly shaped definite strategy for in- 
creasing the weight and tempo of 
offensive blows against Japanese 
defenses. 

Their meeting here recalls that 
Halsey made a trip to Australia 
to confer with Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur a short time before the 
launching of the New Georgia 
campaign, the occupation of the 
Trobriand and Woodlark Islands 
and the landing at Nassau Bay in 
New Guinea, all of which took 
place June 30.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, Alk- 
giers, Oct. 6 (AP).—The Allied 
Fifth Army has forced a crossing 
of the Volturno River, the Ger- 
mans’ strategic first line of de- 
fense on the road to Rome, it was 
announced today, and has captured 
the towns of Aversa and Madda- 
loni, north of Naples, but south of 
the Volturno. 

One unit crossed the Volturno, 
which runs 20 miles above Naples, 
at an unspecified point. The river, 
flowing into the coastal plain on 
the west side of Italy, had been 
expected to be the scene of a de 
laying action by the Nazis. The 


advance put the Allied vanguard 
about 98 miles from Rome. 

Fifth Army units rolling through 
the coastal plain of Naples occu- 
pied all the territory up to Lago 
di Patria, a marshy lake 10 miles 
north of Cape Miseno and about 
éight miles south of the mouth of 
the Volturno. 

This advance swept up the 
towns of Pozzuolo, Qualiano, Vik 
larecca, Anzano, and Marano, and 
straightened the Allied line to run 
almost due west from Aversa to 
the coast. 

Clark Puts In Reserves. 

Reserves of Lt. Gen. Mark W, 
Clark's army were thrown into ac 
tion because of stubborn German 
resistance. 

On the Adriatic side, Gen. Sir 
Bernard L. Montgomery's British 
Eighth Army engaged the Ger- 
mans in heavy fighting along the 
Biferno River line near Termoli, 
as the enemy attempted a strong 
delaying action there. 

The Germans have thrown four 
to five divisions, up to 60,000 or 
75,000 men, into the Italian battle 
ine. 

Four waves of Flying Fortresses 
rained hundreds of tons of bombs 
on railway installations at Bolog- 
na, which is on the Brenner Pass 
line 180 miles below the German 
border, in “one of the most accu- 
rate and successful attacks” ever 
made by the Northweat Africa Air 
Force. Other planes hammered 
Nazi communications over a wide 
area. 

Volturno Crossing. 


The Volturno River crossing 
probably was made inland in the 
mountain areas where the river is 
a tortuous stream. 

Aversa, seized in the steady Al- 
lied thrust northward in the face 
of heavy road demolitions, is an 
important rail junction eight miles 
north of Naples. It had been fre- 
quently bombed by the § Allies,

LONDON, Oct. 6 (AP).—Reports 
of growing activity of Russian 
mobile columns on both ends of 
the long, rain-soaked eastern front 
suggested the possibility today 
that Red Army forces were pre- 
paring a new drive in force to 
turn the flanks of the Germans 
in one or both of these widely sep- 
arated sectors. 

Berlin reported that Russian 
forces were deploying in strength 
around Lake Iimen, far to the 
north, and at the southern end of 
the front just north of the Sea 
of Azov. 

The central front, on which the 
rival armies stood massed on 
either side of the Dnieper River 
line from Kiev south to Dniepero- 
petrovsk, remained inactive. 

Berlin indicated that the Ger- 
Mans probably would make a 
stand on the Dnieper River. Capt. 
Ludwig Sertorius, Nazi military 
commentator, asserted: “The Ger- 
man command has obviously de- 
cided upon the Dnieper line as a 
general line for the end of the dis- 
engaging movements.” 

Reds Keep Initiative. 

Despite almost impassable roads 
and German counterattacks, the 
Red Army apparently was keeping 
the initiative in the soggy marsh- 
lands of White Russia. — 
Russian forces captured 46 towns 
and villages in the Vitebsk sector, 
to anchor their spearheads only 
25 miles from that important Naz! 
bastion, a Soviet communique said. 

That single gain placed the ad- 
vancing. Russians within 135 miles 
of the Latvian frontier, and storm- 
ing of Vitebsk would point a di- 
rect threat at the whole German- 
held Baltic region. . 

Kolishki, east of Vitebsk, w 
the most important of the 46 
towns liberated in the White Rus- 
sia action. Here the Germans 
launched several fierce counter- 
drives, all of which were thrown 
back. 

Around Gomel, to the south of 
Vitebsk, the communique report- 
ed the capture of an important 
rail line and said that uere, too, 
enemy counterattacks were re- 
pulsed with losses. More than 
1150 German soldiers were killed 
in the Vitebsk and Gomel fighting, 
the communique said. 

Nazi Counterattacks. 

Moscow dispatches reported that 
German counterblows were in- 
creasing in number and strength, 
but that the front as a whole was 
relatively inactive, 

Soviet Air Force pilots silenced 
16 Nazi batteries on one unidenti- 
fied sector, the communnique said, 
and destroyed 70 loaded trucks 
while dispersing infantry concen- 
trations. Off the Taman Penin- 
sula, other Red Army planes sank 
four troop barges, presumably some 
of those evacuating the last Ger- 
mans from the Caucasus. 

For the second day, Red Star, 
organ of the Soviet Army, devoted 
itself editorially to the necessity 
for speed in the consolidation op- 
erations. The newspaper said that 
every commander, busy consolidat- 
ing his gains, should at the same 
time remember that the consolida- 
tion is but an inevitable stage of 
any offensive operation. 


RAMIREZ DENIES CLIQUES 
RUN ARGENTINE GOVERNMENT 


BUENOS AIRES, Oct. 6 (AP).-— 
A communique denying “rumors 
that the (Argentine) Government’s 
efforts are inspired by certain 
parties, groups or persons” was 
issued yesterday by the press of- 
fice of President Gen, Pedro Ra- 
mirez, 

The communique termed im- 
pertinent any “semi-official or par- 
tisan defense of the revolution or 
the armed forces.” 

The denial appeared directed at 
those who have suggested that the 
Government was susceptible to na- 
tionalist influences and _ also 
against such pro-Axis newspapers 
as El Pampero and Cabildo, which 
have sought to fulfill the role of 
apologists for the revolution. 

Authorities suspended the pro-

matic protest. It was learned that 
the protest was made by the Ital- 
ian Charge d’Affaires, Livio Gar- 
baccio, who is loyal to the Italian 
King.

6 Nurses Killed 
In Nazi Bombing 
Of Hospital Ship 


Victims British: 
Three American 
Women Wounded.

WITH THE U.S. FIFTH ARMY, 
Sept. 28, — (Delayed). — Fifty-two 
American nurses were going effi- 
clently about their business in the 
American evacuation hospital] this 
morning, after enduring a thrilling 
odyssey which won three of them 
the Purple Heart and nearly cost 
all of them their lives. 

All were survivors of the deli- 
berate bombing of the British hos- 
pital ship Newfoundland off the 
Salerno beaches on the morning 
of Sept. 12, when six British nurses 
and 17 other persons were killed 
by a direct hit. 

Injurieg received in the bombing 
won the Purple Heart for Ger- 
trude Mills, icago, and two sis- 
ters from Oakland, Ill. Madonna 
and Agnes Nolan, 

Miss Mille was slightly {njured 
when fire aboard the ship caused 
the crew to lose control of the boat 
davits and her boat fell into the 
the water; Each of the Nolan sis- 
ters, who were sleeping in the 
same cabin when the bomb struck, 
suffered injured eardrums. 

All have returned to their duties. 

The efficient chief nurse of the 
group, who managed it throughout 
its ordeal, is Helen Wharton of 
Iowa City, Ia. 

The hospital ship, bringing the 
nurses from Africa, arrived off 
the Salerno beaches early on Sun- 
day morning, Sept. 12. They ex- 
pected to go ashore by 10 a. m., 
but these plans were interrupted 
by a series of daylight raids on 
the beaches during one of which 
a bomb was dropped cloge to the 
Newfoundland. It was then de- 
cided to send it and two other 
hospital ships to a point 20 miles 
off shore to wait for the following 
morning. 

At 3 a. m, on Monday, an enemy 

plane dropped two bombs which 
awakened everybody but did not 
touch the ships. At 5 a. m., anoth- 
er raider appeared over the 
ships, all of which were clearly 
marked with bands of green lights 
and brilliantly illuminated red 
crosses. It dropped the first bomb 
between the ships ahead of the 
Newfoundland and then, 15 min- 
utes later, made a direct hit on 
the Newfoundland aft of the 
bridge. The shi immediately 
caught fire and orders were given 
to abandon her, As all the ship's 
officers either were killed or * 
jured by the bomb, the evacuation 
had to be managed by members 
of the crew, 
Following this ineident, the 
nurses were transported to Bizerte, 
where they were refitted with 
clothes and equipment, and return- 
ed to Italy.

TO FREE THE PHILIPPINES 


President’s Request to Congress Proposes 


Islands Be Independent ‘As 
Soon as Feasible.’ 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 6 (AP).— 


President Roosevelt asked Con-/ peo 


grees today for authority to “pro- 
claim the legal independence of 
the Philippines as a separate and 
self-governing nation as soon as 
feasible.” a 

July 4, 1946, ig the date for in- 
dependence now set by law and by 
votes of the Filipinos, but Roose- 
velt told Congress in a special mes- 
sage it was possible that fortunes 
of war would permit an earlier 
consummation of this joint will of 
the American and Filipino peoples. 

The Japanese have held the 
Philippines since early in 1942 and 
have taken steps themselves which 
they say are intended to give the 
islands independence. 

The text of Roosevelt’s message 
follows: 

“Bince the Japanese launched 
their attack on the Philippine Is- 
lands, I have on several occasions 
addressed messages on behalf of the 
American people to the courage- 
ous people of the Philippines—ex- 
pressing our admiration of their 
heroism and loyalty. I have as- 
sured them that the Government 
of the United States of America 
will see to it that their inde 
pendence will be promptly estab- 
lished and—still more important— 
that it will be protected. 

“The resources of the United 
States, in men and material, stand 
behind that pledge to the people 
of the Philippines. We shall keep 
that promise just as we have kept 
every promise which the United 
States has made to the Filipino 
people. 

“The Philippine Government, 
now in the United States, has been 
collaborating with the rest of the 
United Nations in the united task 
of destroying our common enemies 
in the East and in the West. 

“As I stated on Aug. 12, 1943, the 
United States, in practice, regards 
the Philippines as having now the 
same status as the governments of 
other independent nations—in fact, 
all the attributes of complete and 
respected nationhood. 

Islarids Have “Earned the Right.” 

“IT am sure that the American 
people believe that the Filipino 
people have earned the right jurid- 
ically to be free and independent. 

“The date now get by statute and 
by the vote of the people and the 
Legislature of the Philippine Is- 
lands for independence is July 4, 
1946. It is possible, however, that 
the fortunes of war will permit an 
earlier consummation of this joint 


will of the American and Filipino 
ples. 

“I, therefore, recommend legisla- 
tion by the Congress giving the 
President the authority, after con- 
sultation with the President of the 
Commonwealth of the Philippine 
Islands, to advance the date pro- 
vided in existing law and to pro- 
claim the legal independence of 
the Philippines, as a separate and 
self-governing nation, as soon as 
feasible. 

“If the Congress takes this ac-

for the Philippines, for the mu- 
tual protection of the islands 
and of the United States, and for 
the future maintenance of peace 
in the Pacific. 

“2. That the Congress make 
provisions for determining the 
adjustment necessary in the ex- 
isting provisions of law which 

vern the economic relations 

tween the United States and 
the Philippines, so as to assist 
in making the Philippines, as an 
independent nation, economical- 
ly secure wherever possible, 

“3. That the Congress make 
provision for the physical and 
economic rehabilitation of the 
Philippines made necessary by 
the ravages of war which the in- 
vaders have inflicted upon them. 
“All of this ig due to the Filipino 
people in recognition of their 
heroic role in this war, the po- 
litica] ties which have bound us 
together, and the bonds of friend- 
ship which will join us together in 
the future. 

“Such action on the part of the 
Congress would assure the Philip- 
pine people again of our sincerity 
of purpose and of our resolution 
to accord them as soon as feasible 
the legal status of complete free- 
dom, independence and nationhood 
to which, as a member of the 
United Nations, they are entitled.” 


RETAIL CEILINGS ON APPLES 
SET AT 10-11 CENTS A POUND 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 7 (AP).— 
The Office of Price Administration 
today set maximum prices for ap- 
ples. for home consumption, with 
levels at a national retail average 
of between 10 and 11 cents a pound 
for the season. 

The retail October level, the 


lowest of the season, will average 
about 9% cents, the agency said, 
or approximately one cent a pound 
under the going price, 


The seasonal average maximums 
are higher by about two cents, 
however, than the rollback goal 
announced earlier by OPA General 
Manager Chester. Bowles. OPA 
described the ceilings as the first 
step in a program to control the 
prices of fresh fruits and vege- 
tables to keep down the cost of 
living. | 


T0 GO 10 CIVILIANS 


Official Asserts Wartime Pro- 
gram Is in ‘Most Critical 
Position.’ 


CHICAGO, Oct. 6 (AP) —More 
meat than is needed to meet the 


civilian rationing program is going 
into civilian channels, the Ameri 
can Meat Institute was told today, 
and the wartime meat program, 
said a Government spokesman, is 
in a “most critical position.” 

H, E. Reed, chairman of the War 
Meat Board, asserted that the cur- 
rent situation had developed fol 
lowing the suspension of slaughter 
quotas last month, throwing on the 
meat rationing program “the en- 
tire burden of limiting civilian 
meat consumption to the quantities 
of meat that have been allocated 
to civilians.” 

“The wholesale and retail pipe- 
lines have been filled,” Reed said 
in an address to the Institute's an- 
nual business meeting. “At pres 
ent substantially more meat is be- 
ing offered to civilian channels 
than is needed to meet the require- 
ments of the civilian rationing pro- 
gram.” 

Reed, chief of the livestock and 
meats branch, Food Distribution 
Administration, told the packers 
there was “tremendous pressure” 
to lower point values as means of 
moving the oversupply of meat 
into civilian consumption. 

“But to reduce the point value 
of meats would defeat the entire 
program,” he said. He deciared 
that meat in civilian channels, 
over and above the civilian alleca- 
tion, was “greatly needed” by Gov- 
ernment agencies for war pur- 


poses. 

Asserting that rationing was the 
only means by which the needed 
meat can be forced into Govern- 
ment channels, Reed urged pack- 
ers “to give all assistance and sup- 
port possible in holding the line on 
point values and maintaining strict 
observance of the meat rationing 
regulations. If rationing does not 
hold through thig critical period, 
an entirely new approach to the 
whole meat program will be nec 
essary.”

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 6— 
The officers. and committee chair- 
men of the Constitutional Conven- 
tion began treading on delicate 
and dangerous ground late yester- 
day when they agreed that, while 
all committee hearings on propo- 
sails for changing the Constitution 
should be open to the public, each 
committee could in its discretion 
hold executive or secret sessions 
when acting on the matters pre- 
sented in open sessions, 

Although the committee set-ups 
for the convention are entirely dif- 
ferent from those of legislative 
committees and there will not be 
the horse-trading and the power 
of life or death over proposals as 
there is in legislative committees 
over bills introduced, any impres- 
sion over the State that the con- 
vention was operating through se- 
cret commit.ees probably would be 
fatal to the Constitution or to con- 
stitutional amendments which fi- 
mally would be proposed. 

A legislative committee votes on 
a favorable or an unfavorable re- 
port on a Dill introduced. With 
great frequency legislation has 
been stifled in secret and there has 
been no means of placing individ- 
ual responsibility for the action 
taken in secret. 

Possibility of Pressure Groups. 

In convention committees the job 
will be to take many proposals 
covering the same subject and 
work out a recommendation for 
the convention. In the conference 
vesterday delegates took the posi- 
tion that it would be impossible 
for a committee to do this detailed 
work in the presence of an audi- 
ence, which might often contain 
representatives of pressure groups. 

The argument was made that 
the committees, in framing propo- 
gals for the -convention, usually 
would operate more as conferences 
ofithe members, rather than as or- 
ganized committees; that instead 
of formal votes on particular mat- 
ters, decisions would be reached 
largely by agreement, and that the 
objections which properly could be 
made to secret legislative commit- 
tees would not apply to convention 
committees. 

While undoubtedly there is a 
sound basis for some of this argu- 
ment, the less secrecy surrounding 
the actions of the committees, the 
more chance the completed work 
will have of adoption when it is 
presented to a vote of the people. 

The convention committees will 
not be all-powerful, as are legis- 
lative committees, unless present 
plans for the convention rules fail 
to be carried out. It is the expec- 
tation that the convention will 
adopt a rule that will permit the 
calling of any matter out of com- 
mittee if there is undue delay in 
committee action, thus putting it 
on the floor of the convention for 
open discussion. This plans does 
not contemplate that a vote of the 
convention, must be taken to call 
a matter from a committee, but 
that it can arbitrarily be taken to 
the floor on demand of one or at 
most a small group of delegates. 

Five-Day Work Week. 

The chairmen indicated through 
recommendations to the Rules 
Committee that there will be a 
five-day work week for the period 
when committees have proposals 
under consideration. 

The schedule calls for sessions 
of the convention at 11 o'clock in 
the morning of each day from 
Tuesday to Friday, and on Mon- 
day a session at 8 o'clock in the 
evening. 

Committee meetings are sched- 
uled for 9, 2, 4,and 8 o’clock on 
most of the five days, the excep- 
tions being that the first commit- 
tee meeting on Monday will be at 
2 in the afternoon and the last 
committee meeting on Friday at 2. 

Two-hour sessions are provided 
for all except seven of the more 
important of the 26 committees. 
Four-hour sessions are scheduled 
for the committee on legislative, 
executive and judicial depart- 
ments, taxation, education and the 
two committees on local govern- 
ment.

Smaller Legislature Proposed. 

A plan for a revision of the legis- 
lative system in Missouri, contin- 
uing the bicameral legislature, but 
reducing the membership of the 
House of Representatives from 
150 to 68, was presnted to the con- 
vention today by V. E. Phillips, 
delegate from Kansas City. 


Phillips’s proposal is that the 
State be divided into 34 legislative 
districts, corresponding to the pres- 
ent 34 Senatorial districts. From 
each of these districts there would 
be elected one Senator for a term 
of four years and two Representa- 
tives for two-year terms. It would 
abolish the present plan of each 
county having at least one Repre- 
sentative. ' 

Phillips said that because of 
the temporary shifting of popula- 
tion due to war work, there would 
be difficulty in properly laying out 
districts at this time, and for that 
reason he proposes that ihe present 
senatorial districts be retained un- 
til the 1950 census, after which 
the State would be redistricted. 

In an attempt to force redis- 
tricting each 10 years, Phillips 
proposal is that on failure of the 
Legislature to act the Governor 
would be required to convene it in 
extra session for the express pur- 
pose of redistricting. If it then 
failed to redistrict, the duty would 
devolve on the Governor, Secretary 
of State and Attorney General. 

Phillips said that he considered 
the bicameral legislature prefera- 
ble to the unicameral, but believed 
that a smaller House of Repre- 
sentatives would operate more ef- 
ficiently. 

So far the proposal for a unicam- 
eral hag not reached the conven- 
tion. A proposal prepared by the 
Crusaders has been received for 
introduction by Stratford Lee Mor- 
ton, delegate from St. Louis, but 
he has deferred its introduction, 
not being satisfied with all its de- 
tails. It will reach the convention 
in some form, however, within the 
next few days. 

Another proposal introduced to- 
day provided for a reorganization 
of the State Department of Edu- 
cation. It provides for a State 
Board of Education to be appoint- 
ed by the Governor and the elec- 
tion of a State Superintendent of 
Education by the board. It was 
presented by Alva F. Lindsay of 
St. Joseph, chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Education. 

J. A. Hemphill of Kennett intro- 
duced a proposal to change the 
fiscal year of the State to en 
July 1 instead of Dec, 31.

TENTH HEAVY SMOKE PALL 
OF YEAR, FIRST SINCE JUNE 25 


The city’s tenth heavy smoke 
pall of the year, and the first since 
June 25, occurred this morning. 
Meteorologist Harry F. Wahlgren 
declared it was “not really bad, 
just one of those days when you 
can’t see more than five-eighths of 
a mile’—the Weather Bureau's of- 
ficial definition of heavy smoke.

VINSON ASSERTS 
10 1-2-BILLION TAK 


RISE |S “MINIMUM 


|Sum ‘in Treasury Plan Is 


Least Possible New Levy 
to Prevent Inflation, He 
Says. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 6 (AP).— 
Fred M. Vinson, economic stabil- 
ization director, vigorously sup- 
ported today the administration’s 
request for $10,500,000,000 in new 
taxes to finance the war and con- 
trol inflation. 

“T do not believe we can prevent 
inflation in this country without a 
stronger fiscal policy,” he testified 
before the House Ways and Means 
Committee. 

“Additional taxes totaling $10,- 
500,000,000, in my judgment, are a 
minimum requirement to maintain 
stability in the wartime economy. 

“Today I urge you, my former 
colleagues, to approve a courage- 
ous and comprehensive war reve- 
nue program.” 

Vinson, a former chairman of 
the Ways and Means subcom- 
mittee on taxes, left Congress 
several years ago for the Fed- 
eral bench. He resigned as judge 
recently, at President Roosevelt's 
request, to take over the job of 
stabilizing the war economy. 


Before he _ started testifying, 
Chairman Doughton (Dem.), North 
Carolina, and Representative Knut- 
son (Rep.), Minnesota, both 
praised Vinson’s ability in dealing 
with fiscal affairs. — 

Vinson appeared to give un- 
equivocal support to the tax pro- 
gram presented to Congress by 
Treasury Secretary Morgenthau 
after more stones had been thrown 
at the plan on Capito) Hill, 

Some members of Congress in 
revolt against proposed large levy 
increases demanded that the Treas- 
ury bring to Congress a five-bil- 
lion-dollar substitute. 

Republicans on the House Ways 
and Means Committee, withholding 
specific commitments on new 
taxes, declared in favor of imme- 
diate government economies which 
would reduce the Treasury’s pro- 
gram by 40 per cent. 

Representative Knutson (Rep.), 
Minnesota, speaking for his party 
colleagues on the Committee which 
has contro] of tax legislation, as- 
serted that in general, “it appears 
to us that the increases proposed 
by the Treasury go far beyond 
what the average person is able 
to pay.” 

“Prior to hearing all of the evi- 
dence, we feel it would be improp- 
er for us to take a definite posi- 
tion on specific items,” Knutson 
said. 

‘We feel that before asking the 
American people to bear any addi- 
tional tax burden the administra- 
tion ought first to effect all pos- 
sible economies in expenditures. 
Congressman Taber, ranking Re- 
publican member of the House 
Appropriations Committee, has 
shown how the Treasury’s 10% bil- 
lion dollar program can be pared 
down 40 per cent by economies 
that will in no way impair the war 
effort. There can be no excuse for 
not doing so. 

“At the proper time, our position 
on the proposed tax bill will be 
made abundantly clear.” 

Paulsen Spence, president of 
Spence Engineering Co. of Walden, 
N. Y., testified before the Ways 
and Means Committee today that 
the excess profits tax on corpora- 
tions “puts a premium on ineffi- 
ciency” and tends toward “‘totali- 
tarian socialism.” 

He proposed that Congress al- 
low any corporation with an in- 
vested capital up to one billion 
dollars to earn 10 per cent on its 
net sales “without exacting an ex- 
cess profit tax and or renegotia- 
tion.” 

Representative Dingell (Dem.), 
Michigan, of the Ways and Means 
Committee, said “the committee 
will not follow the Treasury in its 
huge tax estimates, and the Treas- 
ury will be forced to bring in a 
five-billion-dollar program. The 
committee should and will demand 
such a revised estimate.” 

The Administration was ready 
to play an ace, however, in an ef- 
fort to save its tax plan, sending 
Fred M. Vinson, Economic Stabili- 
zation Director and a former pop- 
ular member of Congress, to the 
hill: to present its case. 

Vinson was to have appeared 
yesterday, but he asked for a day’s 
delay after the new plan was s0 
roundly criticised.

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HULAHAN HEARING 
ENDS IN MISTRIAL 
WHEN JUROR 1S ILL 


Case of Former Hodcar- 
rier Business Agent to 
Be Redocketed and 
Tried at Future Date. 


A mistrial, due to the illness 
of a juror, was declared today by 
Circuit Judge William L. Mason in 
whose courtroom Paul Hulahan, 
former business agent of the AFL 
Hodcarriers, Building & Common 
Laborers’ Union No. 42, was on 
trial on a charge of embezzling 
$151,000 of union funds, 

After a physician on the staff of 
City Hospital reported Vernon H. 
Byrd, a clerk, of 3318 Magnolia 
avenue, was suffering from appen- 
dicitis and could no longer serve 
as a juror, Judge Mason dis- 
charged the other 11 members of 
the panel and announced the case 
will be redocketed and tried at 
some future date, not yet set. 

The Judge stated he could find 
nothing in the Missouri statutes 
that would permit the criminal 
trial to proceed with only 11 ju- 
rors. Defense and . prosecution 
counsels agreed. 

During the brief morning ses- 
sion, Mrs. Luella Jones, a clerk in 
the union offices, testified that 
Hulahan frequently took the 
union’s daily cash receipts of ap- 
proximately $1000 home with him 
in the evening in a cigar box in 
his car. She added she did not 
know what happened to the money 
after it was taken from the office. 

Mrs. Jones identified a black 
bag, submitted as evidence, as re- 
sembling the one in which Hula- 
han had $11,000 of union money at 
his home and which he turned 
back to the union after his arrest 
on the embezzlement and secretion 
charge. Previously she has said 
the bag and the money was given 
to Hulahan Sept. 30, 1941, the day 
two fake internal revenue agents 
are alleged to have hi-jacked $41,- 
000 from a union safety deposit 
box.

Mayor Proposes New Approach 
To Problem of City-County Union 


Outlines 4 Plans for Constitution Revision, 
Including Larger Legislative Repre- 
sentation From Cities. 


A new approach to the problem ans who reside in the heavily popu- 


of consolidation of St. Louis and 
St. Louis County was suggested 
by Mayor A. P. Kaufmann last 
night when he spoke before mem- 
bers of the First Ward Regular 
Republican Organization, outlining 
the program the city administra- 
tion will support in the Constitu- 
tional Convention. 

The important element of the 
problem, the Mayor said, was not 
extension of the _ city’s limits, 
around which there has been most 
of the discussion in the past, but 
amalgamation of public services, 
in the city and in the county, to 
serve the needs of the people more 
adequately. 

The Mayor spoke to an audience 
of about 600 at St. James Evangel- 
ical Church Hall, College and Blair 
avenues. Departing at the outset 
from his prepared address, he took 
note of recent criticism of the city 
administration’s second airport 
plans. 

Problems for Convention. 

The Mayor mentioned four specif- 
ic matters affecting the welfare 
of St. Louis which the administra- 
tion would present to the Consti- 
tutional Convention. These were 
reapportionment of legislative rep- 
resentation to afford equality of 
treatment to St. Louis and other 
population centers; the problem 
of city-county consolidation; the 
taxation of intangible property, 
and a retirement system for city 
employes. 

St. Louis and Kansas City, with 
about half of the State’s popula- 
tion between them, have only 29 
members of 150 in the House of 
Representatives, and only eight of 
the 34 State Senators, the Mayor 
pointed out. 

“In all fairness,” he said, “the 
framers of the new constitution 
should provide for a more equi- 
table representation for Missouri- 


lated areas.” 

With reference to the problems 
of the city and the county, the 
Mayor said the consolidation of. 
services rather than the narrow 
approach’ which envisions simply 
pushing the city limits westward, 
was the 24 and practical 
ere of dealing with the situa- 
tion. 


Points in Common. 


“For instance,” he said, “the 
sewer systems of the city and the 
contiguous heavily populated areas 
of the county are virtually one; 
the fire departments of the city of 
St. Louis and of various munici- 
palities in the county are available 
when called upon to render serv- 
ice outside their corporate areas, 
but with a charge imposed for 
such services; the facilities of 
schools for handicaped and crip- 
pled childreh are available with- 
out cost to residents of the city 
but denied to residents of the 
county just because they live be- 
yond an imaginary line unless they 


pay a tuition that is, many times, 
invpossible for people in moderate 
circumstances.” 

The present rate of taxation on 
intangible property, the Mayor 
said, amounts in many cases to 
confiscation. He thought a pro- 
vision in the new constitution per- 
mitting a tax rate less than that 
applied to other property would re- 
sult in more honest returns and a 
greater tax yield. 

There is in the City’s civil serv- 
ice charter amendment, the Mayor 
recalled, a provision permitting 
establishment of a retirement sys- 
tem for city employes whenever 
that can be done under the laws 
and constitution of Missouri. Such 
systems had worked well in the 
police and fire departments, he 
said, and he favored their exten- 
sion to other city employes. This, 
he said, would not only give rec- 
ognition for faithful service, but 
would be of substantial benefit to 
the city in making room in its 
services for younger, ambitious 
employes. :

It had been reported that Oakes 
had disinherited Nancy because 
her marriage to Alfred de Marigny 
was disapproved by hi 1, The day 
after his battered, burned body 


was found at his estate, West- 


bourne, De Marigny was arrested 
and charged with the murder. 
Nancy immediately retained aci- 
entific and legal talent to aid him. 

De Marigny is scheduled to ap- 
pear before the Supreme Court for 
trial Oct. 

Nancy and each of Sir Harry's 
four other children will recieve 
about $1,900,000 under the will. He 
directed'that each be paid $12,000 
in United. States currency an- 
nually. .

and one-third of the estate, or 
about $4,800,000. All bequests are 
to be held in trust, with Lady 
Oakes, Attorney Walter Foskett, 
and Newell Kelly, Oakes’ Nassau 
business manager, the trustees.

House Agriculture Committee, | 
were to obtain maxisaum farm out- | 
put in 1944 and at the same time 
prevent an increase in consumer 
prices. 

He went before the committee 
to outline the program in the wake 
of a charge from one Republican 
that “the boys in the back room,” 
rather than Jones, are running the 
farm show. 

380 Million Acre Goal. 

Repeating testimony which he 
gave last week to the House Bank- 
ing Committee in support of a re- 
quest for 500 million dollars more 
in borrowing authority for the 
Commodity Credit Corporation, to 
be used for farm price support and 
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subsidy programs, Jones said next 
year’s farm goal called for a crop 
acreage of 380 million acres com- 


Washable Spun Rayons 
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pared with 360 million this year— 
and for maintenance of high pro- 
duction levels for meat, dairy 
products and eggs. 

To obtain maximum production 
it will be necessary, he said, to 
make certain adjustments in the 
structure of Government price 
supports to farmers, but he did 
not elaborate. 

“Although the general level of 
farm prices is fairly adequate, ad- 
justments in support prices for 
some commodities must be mdde 
to cover the resulting added costs 
and risks, which are necessarily 
incident to increased production 
by old producers and any produc- 
tion by new producers of a given 
commodity,” Jones said. 

He said he hoped Congress 
would vote to increase CC’s funds 
so that the “powers of that cor- 
poration can be used to the full- 
est extent in increasing food 
production”. and “to prevent in- 
creases in consumer prices.” 

Attack on Roose Advisers. 

The protest that Jones is not 
holding the reins came from Rep- 
resentative Wolcott (Rep.), Mich- 
igan, ranking minority member 
of the House Banking Committee, 
who said food policy was being 
dictated by the administration®

Twenty miles north 
of the Volturno, another river— 
the Garigliano—flows into the sea 
and after that come the Aurunci 
mountains. The Germans undoubt- 
edly will make use of all these ad- 
vantageous features in impeding 
the drive on Rome. 

The Germans at present are 
placing their resistance on units 
armed with mortars, machine 
guns and some artillery in or- 
chards and behind rock walls and 
along watercourses. Nazi tanks 
also are participating in these de- 
laying actions,’ 

The Allied communique said the 
Fifth Army was encountering an 
“increase in demolitions, craters 
and mines” on the route along 
which it is advancing.

BRITISH BELIEVEDTO

ANKARA, Oct. 5 (Delayed) 
(AP).—Belief that British forces 
have occupied all of the 12 islands 
in the Dodecanese group except 
Rhodes grew here today amid con- 
flicting reports of the progress of 
fighting on the key island of Cos. 

Travelers reaching Istanbul from 
Bodrum, on the Turkish coast, re- 
ported that German bombers have 


Openibeen attacking all the islands in 


the group except Rhodes repeat- 
edly. 

These reports gave rise to belief 
that the British had forged a ring 
around Rhodes and were prepar- 
ing for an assault on that island 
when German parachutists and 
sea-borne troops landed on Cos in 
an effort to recapture the isle. 

Followed By Infantry. 


The newspaper Le Journal 
D’Orient, quoting reports from 
Bodrum, said that immediately 


after a sharp air attack, 2000 Ger- 
man parachute troops dropped on 
Cos and were quickly followed by 
infantry from Rhodes. * 

(A Reuters dispatch from An- 
kara said reports from Southern 
Turkey suggested that the Ger- 
mans also had reoccupied Lero, 
the only other island in the Dodec- 
anese group which the British 
had announced to be in their 
hands. There’ have been reports 


that British forces have occupied 
Castelrosso Island, but these have 
never been confirmed.) 

Cos, which is 23 miles long and 
six miles wide, has the best air 
facilities in the Dodecanese and 
was being used extensively by the 
British to bomb Rhodes ‘when the 
Germans launched their attack on

CROATS REPORTED 
TO HAVE WON ISLE 


LONDON, Oct. 6 (AP).—Im- 
portant new successes against the 
Germans, including the cutting of 
the strategic railway line between 
Trieste and the Austrian border, 
were announced by the Yugoslav 
national army of Liberation today. 

A communique said Croat pa- 
triots had won complete control of 
the former Italian island of Lus- 
sino, 50 miles off the Dalmatian 
coast, following a surprise naval 
assault which overpowered the 
German garrison. Croat units at- 
tached to the Partisan army of 
Josip Broz completed the occupa- 
tion, the communique said. (This 
is the island incorrectly identified 
in a dispatch yesterday as Lofinj). 

Severance of the Trieste-Austrian 
railway, one of the three main lines 
feeding German troops and equip- 
ment of the Italian battle front, 
wag described as an effective blow 
in support of Allied forces in Italy. 
The successful attack was carried 
out 14 miles from Postumia. 


SHARP DROP IN HOG RECEIPTS 
AFTER PRICE CEILING IS PUT ON 


Imposition of a ceiling price on 
live hogs, which became effective 
Monday, has been followed by a 
sharp drop in receipts at the Na- 
tional Stockyards, and by reduc- 
tion of the price difference be- 
tween choice and less desirable 
hogs. 

The salable supply of hogs for 
the first three days of the current 
week approximated 22,000 head, 
against 32,743 for the first three 
days of last week. Choice hogs 
brought the maximum price of 
$14.70 per 100 pounds during the 
first two days of sales under the 
ceiling regulation, and less desir- 
able hogs averaged only 21 cents 
lower, aS compared with average 
top prices of about $1481 on 
choice hogs during the first two 
days last week, and prices aver- 
aging 64 cents less for rough hogs. 

Some livestock dealers voiced 
their dissatisfaction with this sit- 
uation, contending that it was un- 
fair to the farmer who is trying 
to produce high-quality hogs, in- 
asmuch as he receives little more 
for his choice animals than the 
farmer with inferior stock. Other 
observers, however, took the view 
that it was too soon to essay any 
judgment of ceiling price effects.

TAX PLAN TO AID WAR OUTPUT 
DROPPED BY ROOSEVELT 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 6 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt yesterday or- 
dered “virtual termination” of a 
five-year tax amortization priv- 
ilege granted in 1940 to encourage 
private expansion of war produc- 
tion facilities. 

He signed an amendment to War 
and Navy Department regulations 
under which amortization will not 
be allowed hereafter unless one of 
the Departments has approved the 
project for amortization before the 
facility has been begun or ac- 
quired. A White House statement 
said this approval would be 
granted only when a shortage had 
been determined and it had been 
established that private financing 
would be advantageous to the Gov- 
ernment. Applications already filed 
are unaffected. 

In the last’three years, the White 
House said, more than 27,000 ne- 
cessity certificates were issued for 
facilities valued at more than $5,- 
, 500,000,000 and the War Produc- 
tion Board had stated that “with 
few exceptions the United States 
now has the capital equipment 
needed to beat the Axis.”

F4U Corsair Provides Weapon 
To Avenge Memory Of 
Wake Island 


W ASHINGTON—The U.S. Marines with 
their Vought Corsair fighters are settling old 
scores with the sons of heaven. 

Ever since February, the F4U Corsair with 
its 2,000-horsepower Double Wasp engine 
has given them such clear-cut supremacy that 
squadron after squadron is tasting revenge 
for Pearl’ Harbor, for Wake Island, and 
finding it sweet.

MONTHLY SHIPMENTS HIT 
3,000,000 HORSEPOWER 


Pratt & Whitney’s Own Output 
Now Exceeds All Germany’s 
At Nazi Peak 


_EAST HARTFORD, Conn.—More en- 
ne horsepower was produced by the Pratt & 
hitney Aircraft division of United Aircraft 
Corporation in August than has ever been 
turned out in one month by any one engine 
plant anywhere in the world. 

This was revealed by H. Mansfield Horner, 
general manager, as thousands of empl 
celebrated the shipment of the 100,000th Pratt 
& Whitney engine at special “between shifts” 
ceremonies, September 24. Mr. Horner was 
introduced by Eugene E, Wilson, vice chair- 
man and president of United Aircraft. 

It took 16 years from 1925 to January, 
1941, to produce the first 25,000 —— 
less than three years, Pratt & Whitney has 
built 75,000 more. 

High-ranking military officials, together 
with 15 “old timers”, members of the orig- 
inal band of 25 who built the first Wasp en- 
gine years ago, heard Mr. Horner announce 
that during August of this year Pratt & Whit- 
ney shipped 5,000,000 horsepower in aircraft 
engines. This is more horsepower, according 
to military experts, than was produced by the 
entire German aircraft engine industry at its 


peak, 
Costs Cut By 30 Per Cent 

Employees also learned that since May, 
1940, when the President called for 50,000 air- 
planes, they have turned out 100,000,000 
horsepower. While doing this, Pratt & Whit- 
ney has been able to reduce production costs 
by about 30 per cent. For August alone, Mr. 
Horner explained, “this means that we have 
saved the Government—and that means 
and all other taxpayers—almost $20,000,000.” 

The 100,000th engine was a 2,000-horse- 
power Double Wasp, the most powerful air- 
craft engine in quantity use on the fighting 
fronts today. 

The No, 1 Wasp, a 410-horsepower engine, 
was displayed alongside No. 100, in 
front of the speakers stand. It was borrowed 
for the occasion from the Navy’s permanent 
exhibit at Franklin Institute at Philadelphia. 
Its performance, Mr. Horner said, led the 
Navy to standardize on air-cooled engines. 
As need for more power was indicated for 
the future, Pratt & Whitney engineers pre- 
pared. 

This country’s entrance into World War 
II found seven basic types of Pratt & Whit- 
ney engines fully developed and in quan- 
tity production, ranging from 450 to 2,000 
horsepower. A hint of what those same en- 
gineers have developed for tomorrow’s air- 
craft was provided by a third engine, dwarf- 
ing the others but under a tarpaulin and 
heavily guarded. 

Flexible Production Maintained 

In the past, Mr, Horner said, engines have 
kept rolling out in ever increasing quantities 
despite the fact that it frequently has been 
necessary to shift emphasis from one to an- 
other of the seven basic s built here as 
strategic requirements shifted. In addition it 
has been necessary continuously to refine and 
improve these basic types. This has enabled 
Pratt & Whitney’s six licensees each to con- 
centrate on a single frozen model. 

The engine builders listened intently as Mr. 
Horner told how Pratt & Whitney is now pre- 
paring to meet needs for greater horsepower 
and warned of the tough assignments in the 
months ahead when they will be expected to 
extend their —— 

“We are hearing the call for even big 
and better engines,” he declared. “That — 
more retooling and more change-over. It’s our 
job and no one else can do it for us. I don’t 
think we want anyone else to do it for us. It 
will be another tough assignment but we've all 
pulled together to lick tough ones before.”

SOMEWHERE IN NEW GUINEA, Oct. 4 (By Cable.) 
OR several months it has been evident that the effectiveness of 
F sapenere air power in the Southwest Pacific has been in decline. 
There are a number of theories to account for the almost com- 
plete absence of Japanese offensive activity and for the shy manner 
in which Zero pilots meet our bombers and fighters. 


On a recent bombing trip over 
the Lae area, where Zeros were 
parked wing-to-wing on jungle 
strips, not a single Jap plane arose 
to intercept our Fortresses; we had 
dropped our bombs, of which fact 
the enemy was undoubtedly aware, 
so there was no danger to the 
grounded aircraft. They could 
have taken to the air in a matter 
of minutes with an even chance of 
badly damaging or destroying one 
or more of our planes, but beyond 
a few puffs of ack-ack the Japs 
ignored our presence over their 
domain. 

Six months ago this would never 
have happened without determined 
opposition. That incident is typical 
of the comparatively mild recep- 
tion our planes have been getting 
over enemy-occupled territory 
throughout the entire Southwest 
Pacific area in recent months. 


Kenney’s Frank Opinion. 

The explanations advanced for 
this apparent timidity on the part 
of a cunning and hard-fighting en- 
emy have been so much at vari- 
ance with one another that I de- 
cided to ask the one man who 
really knows why the United States 
Fifth Air Force has gained such. 
unqualified ascendancy in this 
area—Lt. Gen. George C. Kenney. 

I found Gen. Kenney yesterday 
afternoon seated in a canvas chair 
oh the screened veranda of his 
quarters. He is a short, well-set 
man with bristling gray hair and 
a scar on the right side of his 
mouth. His brown hands are those 
of a man who works and his blue 
eyes look straight at you when he 
speaks. That he has one of a lead- 
er’'s most admirable qualities—a 
broad sense of humor—manifested 
itself as soon as we shook hands. 

It was nearly 5 p. m. and I had 
brought my flashlight along so I) 
would not have to tramp back to 
my hut for it before dinner. Ken- 
ney’s first words were, “My God! 
Do you expect to stay long enough 
to use that?” 

I can’t imagine a better way for 
a commander to bridge the gap be- 
tween his high rank and the posi- 
tion of a wandering correspondent. 
I asked him pointblank questions 
about my subject and he shot back 
equally blunt answers, going into 
detail only after he had given an 
outline of what he thought I want- 
ed to know. 

“There are five good reasons for 
the enemy’s loss of initiative in the 
air war throughout the area,” said 
Gen. Kenney. “I use ‘loss of initia- 
tive’ advisedly for, despite asser- 
tions to the contrary, Japanese air 
strength is probably as good as it 
ever was between Port Darwin in 
Australia and the Solomon Islands 
and is probably better now than 
it was a year ago in other areas 
under their control. 

“It might interest people to know 
that merely because we have beat- 
en them at every turn does not 
mean that they have fewer planes 
to expend; on the contrary, I be- 
lieve Japan is building far more 
planes than most of us like to 
think about. 


Psychological Factors. 


“The main reasons for our suc- 
cess have been not superiority of 
numbers, but important psycholos;- 
ical factors in addition to the five 
reasons I have mentioned. 

“We know the Nip is the world’s 
best mimic and, being what he is, 
fights his war on textbook pattern. 
He uses his bombers just as the 
textbook says he must. I have 
seen 35 Mitsubishis coming over 
Port Moresby in tight formation in 
daylight, escorted by about 60} 
Zeros. When our fighters inter- 
cepted them over the target area— 
and we had damned few fighters 
at that time—the Zeroes broke for- 
mation and there was a general 
dogfight all over the place, but the 
Jap bombers kept straight on in 
solid formation headed for their 
targets like a flock of’ geese mak- 
ing for a pond. Naturally our fight- 
ers pitched into them and picked 
them off one at a time. Few of 
them got over the target and few 
got home again simply because the 
book said go straight for your ob- 
jectives regardless of circum- 
stances. 

“Those tactics are rigid. With- 
out pilots with the ability to think 
for themselves, adherence to such 
tactics put an end to Jap mass 
daylight raids after a few experi- 
ences like that one. 

“When the Jap gets into a cor- 
ner, he has to stop and refer to 
his book to see what is to be done 
next. That is when we always give 
him a swift kick where it hurts 
most. That little quirk in his na- 
ture has been made the most of 
by our boys who have come to 
know the little Nip very well since 
those long hard months when we 
fought on nerve as much as any- 
thing else.” 


Difference in Training. 

Kenney paused to light a cigar- 
ette. Then he continued: 

“To go back to those five rea- 
sons. The first is that the Japa- 
nese are not training their pilots 
as long as we are, probably on the 
theory of building up air strength 


ater. Second, the Japanese cadet 
needs more time than our boys to 
become thoroughly efficient. Third, 
our equipment is superior. The 
Mitsubishi bomber is about the 
size of our B-25 medium ship, but 
is poorly armed and armored 
against attack. The lack of heavy 
four-engined planes has been a 
serious-handicap to the enemy’s of- 
fensive power, The Zero, while an 
excellent fighter, is highly vulner- 
able to our fighters whic are 
more heavily armed and give bet- 
ter protection to the pilot. Fourth, 
because of the caliber of our men 
and their extensive training, we 
can operate efficiently 24 hours a 
day. Japanese training does not 
permit that. Fifth—and this is im- 
portant—our flyers, due to their 
superior training and equipment, 
live longer than the Japanese pilots 
and so gain in experience, thereby 
becoming superior to their oppo- 
nents. : 

“It is the old story of men with 
thorough knowledge of their job 
and their enemy pitted against an 
opponent who, because of con- 
stant losses, always throws com- 
paratively green men into the gaps 
left by those killed. My boys 
aren’t supermen. They are skilled 
technicians in a job that requires 
exactitude in every thought and 
move.” 

Kenney gazed reflectively for a 
moment at pink and lemon clouds 
floating over the Owen Stanley 
Mountains where the sun dipped 
slowly earthward, 


Hard Fight Ahead. 


“Despite my satisfaction with the 
job my boys are doing, I never for- 
get the fact that Japan is a young 
and healthy nation. She has a 
hundred million people to our 130 
million, but the life span of the 
Japenese is much _ shorter than 
ours. We may assume, then, that, 
comparatively, Japan can mobilize 
a greater army than we can, for 
she has far fewer men above the 
military age than we have. 


“I believe the Japs are fighting 
a hard withdrawal, perhaps to an- 
other chain of inner defenses we 
know nothing of. The Jap knows 
he cannot hold this outer line for 
long. It is creaking and groaning 
and soon it may snap. But our 
job will be far from finished then. 


“Air power is of prime impor- 
tance in this war,,.however, and as 
long as our machine continues to 
operate smoothly and our morale 
remains high we can beat Japan’s 
textbook war.” 


Kenney’s watchword has always 
been that one significant phrase: 
high morale. A student of Na- 
poleon, he quoted that master sol- 
dier’s words: “Morale is to all oth- 
er factors as four is to one.” 


Kenney’s air force would receive 
the unqualified approval of the 
French genius of military organ- 
ization and efficiency. Visit any 
advanced base in this area and 
you at once get the impression 
that nothing is being done. Take 
a closer look and you will find 
that things are running with such 
precision that it all appears ef- 
fortless. 


When Kenney hold a conference 
with his staff and they strike a 
knotty problem, he looks them all 
straight in the eye and asks, 
“What would the old master have 
done?” Everybody grins then, for 
they know they will hear an ex- 
ample of how Napoleon would have 
surmounted the apparently insu- 
perable obstacle. They know, too, 
that the problem will be solved. 


With his constant emphasis on 
morale, Kenney, as he puts it, has 
been accused of “pampering” his 
men, but he knows this so-called 
pampering pays dividends. Old 
military minds were probably hor- 
rified at the idea of ice cream be- 
ing fed to an army, but Kenney’s 
boys get ice cream, orange juice, 
apple pie and good living quarters. 


In the opinion of one who has 
been with them for many months, 
they are a healthy, well-fed group 
of men with hearty respect and 
admiration for their commander. 
They never blink an eye when 
asked to do a job that looks tmpos- 
sible. Kenney knows airplanes as 
he knows the Japanese and he pos- 
sesses a nice judgment that carries 
those impossible tasks through to 
successful completion.

What the correspondent really 
saw was dust and the nasty burst 
of shells, low bushes and slit 
trenches.

The stretcher-bearers come back 
from the lines, walking in off-step 
so that the burden will not be 
jounced too much, and the blood 
dripping from the canvas, brother 
and enemy in the stretchers, so 
long as they are hurt. And the 
walking wounded coming back 
with shattered arms and handaged 
heads, the walking wounded strug- 
gling painfully to the rear.

Most of Naples 
Art Treasures 
Not Damaged 


Professor, Wound- 
ed, Moved Into 
‘Museum to Try to 
Protect Works.

NAPLES, Oct. 2 
(Delayed), (AP). 
W ORLD famous art treasures 

in Naples, with a few ex- 

ceptions, have come safely 
through the bombing and fighting 
around the city, the celebrated 
scholar, Prof. Amedeo Maiuri, said 
today. 

The National Museum is un- 
scathed except for broken windows 
and shrapnel hits. Priceless vol- 
umes which had been packed and 
hidden are believed to be intact. 

The worst destruction occurred 
in the ruins of Pompeii, the pro- 
fessor said. 

“The newest excavations are ir- 
reparably injured,” he said. “The 
Strada dell’ Abbondanza is ruined 
beyond restoration and the famous 
house of Marcus Loreius Tiborti- 
nus is completely smashed.” 
Herculaneum Untouched. . 

The professor said Herculaneum 
was untouchéd by bombs, however. 
He added that the tragic irony of 
the bombing of Pompeii was that 
the Germans had never actually 
encamped inside the famous ex- 
cavated city. He claimed that 
they were only in the vicinity. 

What appeared to be unmistak- 
able evidences of German miltary 


‘| vehicles and tanks were visible’ in- 


side the ruins last Wednesday 
when this correspondent was 
there. However, they might have 
moved in after Maiuri’s last visit. 

He almost paid with his life in 
an attempt to devise means of 
protecting the Pompeii excava- 
tions. He went there after the 
first Allied bombs were dropped 
on German military installations 
neat by, hoping to be able to sig- 
nal the planes away from the 
actual excavations. While return- 
ing to Naples a bomb fragment 
broke his leg and he is stil} un- 
able to leave his bed. 

We found him lying on a cot 
in a damp, unheated, unlighted 
corner of the National Museum 
where he insisted on coming three 
days before the Allied entry into 
Naples, when severe street fight- 
ing developed between Italians 
and Germans. He said he feared 
that the Germans might attempt 
to pillage the museum before they 
abandoned the city. 


Carried Into Museum. 


Although in great pain and un- 
able to leave his bed, he forced 
the doctors to discharge him from 
the hospital and had himself car- 
ried into his beloved museum. His 
wife was trying to heat food on a 
kerosene stove in the corner. 

Only a few of the heaviest Greek 
statues and works of art are 
actually left in the museum. They 
are surrounded by sandbags bol- 
stered by wooden scaffolds. The 
more perishable works were long 
ago removed to a “secret and 
sacred” place, the professor de- 
clared. He said he did not believe 
the Germans had found them. 

He denied that the famous San

3 Major Faiths in U. 5. Agree 
On 7-Point Moral Basis for Peace 


They Stress Sovereignty of God and Morat 
Law, Rights of Individuals, Minorities, 
World Co-operation, Just Social Order. 


The- declaration was described 
as the first in history in which the 
three faiths had joined in an iden- 
tical statement of peace aims. It 
was issued jointly by the Federal 
Council of Churches of Christ in 
America, the sotial action depart- 
ment of the National Catholic Wel- 
fare conference, and the Syn- 
agogue Council of America. 

The churches acted not as cor- 
porate bodies, but through recog- 
nized religious leaders. Signers in- 
cluded 47 representatives of the 
Catholic hierarchy and laity; 50 
leaders of Protestant communions 
and organizations, and 47 rabbis 
and Jewish laymen. 


Text of Declaration. 

The text of thetr seven-point 
declaration follows: 

“1—The moral law must govern 
world order. The organization of 
a just peace depends upon prac- 
tical recognition of the fact that 
not only individuals but nations, 
states, and international society 
are subject to the sovereignty of 
God and to the moral law which 
comes from God. 

“2—The rights of the individual 
must be assured. The dignity of 
the human person as the image 
of God must be set forth in all 
its essential implications in an in- 
ternational declaration of rights, 
and be vindicated by the positive 
action of national governments and 
international organization, States 
as well as individuals must repudi- 
ate racial, religious, or other dis- 
crimination in violation of thosse 
rights. 

“3—The rights of oppressed weak 
or colonial peoples must be pro- 
tected. The rights of all peoples, 
large and small, subject to the 
good of the organized world com- 
munity, must be safeguarded with- 
in the framework of collective se- 
curity. The progress of undevel- 
oped, colonial, or oppressed peoples 
toward political responsibility must 
be the object of international con- 
cern, 


“4—-The rights of minorities must 
be secured. National governments 
and international organization 
must respect and guarantee the 
rights of ethnic, religious, and cul- 
tural minorities to economic liveli- 
hood, to equal opportunity for edu- 
cational and cultural development, 
and to political equality. 


Compulsory Arbitration. 


“5. International institutions to 
maintain peace with justice must 
be organized. An enduring peace

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE 


To Improve Missouri’s Penal System. 
fo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
ITH the Constitutional Convention 
in session, the people of Missouri 
have an unusual opportunity to correct 
some of the many flagrant wrongs in 
their penal system. 

Often outdated legislation has stood 
fin the way of progress. It has been true 
specifically in what concerns our treat- 
ment of those confined in our penal in- 
stitutions. Our State Constitution is 
cluttered with hundreds of offenses that 
are subject to punishment, and it 
specifies in most instances what the pun- 
ishment shall be. 

Missouri will not better its citizens by 

laying down numerous offenses that are 
punishable by fines or imprisonment. 
Crime must be corrected at its source. 
. Our system of punishment is meaning- 
less because it does nothing about re- 
moving factors, such as poor housing, 
that contribute toward delinquency, Dur- 
ing the time when the individual is held 
in jail, little or nothing is done to pre- 
pare him for the day when he will be 
sent out into the community again. 

Punishment will not of itself rehabili- 
tate the criminal, In fact, it may have 
just the contrary effect. Witness the 
mumber of second and third offenders 
who have spent the major portion of 
their lives in penal institutions. 

If we are spending money to maintain 
@ penal system, then it seems reasonable 
to work toward an improved penal sys- 
tem. If we had the assurance that our 
money was being used to restore men 
and women to respectable living, we 
would not regret the cost, In fact, we 
would consider it money well spent. 

Furthermore, I am of the opinion that 

if our money were spent intelligently, we 
would develop a good penal system and 
we would eventually reduce costs and 
gave money. Obviously, the establish- 
ment of an improved and a comprehen- 
sive penal system would involve the in- 
vestment of funds at the outset; it would 
mean certain definite changes in struc- 
ture of buildings and organization. 
_ It is necessary to put our penal insti- 
tutions in the control of efficient and 
qualified personnel. It is useless to start 
at any other point, since structure or 
plans and system of work and of honor 
are all dependent upon the persons ad- 
ministering or in charge of such pro- 
grams and plans. 

The general administration of our 
penal institutions, ag well as the individ- 
uals in charge of institutions, must be 
experts. They must have training and 
experience, They must be students of 
penology. They must be interested not 
merely in keeping criminals behind iron 
bars, but above all they must be devoted 
to the study and work of restoring 
broken men and women to useful lives. 

Crime is one of the great social prob- 
lems of our day, as it has been of every 
age. We, the people of Missouri, have an 
opportunity while we are revising our 
Btate Constitution to work toward the 
establishment of an improved penal sys- 
tem. Now is the time to begin,

WE CAN’T WASTE TIME. 

It is difficult to understand how St. Louis, rich 
in air minds and in early aviation history, has come 
to such a bypass. Yet the fact to be faced and acted 
upon immediately is this: Memphis, Kansas City, 
Chicago, Deg Moines and practically every other com- 
petitive port of entry in the Mississippi Basin are 
so far ahead of us in bidding for the prodigious 
postwar air traffic that we are left like a plater at 
the post. 

Unless we are ready to start new on a second 
major field and throw it open within a few months 
after the war is over, we will definitely have missed 
our opportunity. Lambert Field must be developed 
to the maximum, and plans set in motion to remove 
from it all school and private flying and other mis- 
cellaneous operations, if it is to serve us as a major 
transport terminal. And what of a second field? 


Columbia Bottoms looks like the best possibility. |- 


The volume of mail and freight will be tremendous, 
far greater in ships and tonnage than passenger 
operations feeding through any single city. The 
Bottoms offers a good north-south runway, which 
other proposed sites do not. It has perfect ap- 
proacheg—mile-wide river on either side—that are 
permanently free from obstruction and practically 
the equivalent of. an additional 4000 feet of runway 
at either end of a crosswise landing strip. At $200 
to $250 an acre, the price of the property could 
probably be ‘held to $1,000,000. And there is ample 
room for the 50 to 100 warehouses that a first-class 
freight port will need within five years after the 
aviation industry’s conversion to peacetime progress. 

Objections to fog will be nullified the moment 
radio equipment is released for general commercial 
use. The air war all over the world is conducted by 
instrument navigation,.as will be the air transport 
of peacetime. Too, some experts say that fog in 
Columbia Bottoms is not much worse than smog in 
Lambert Field valley. 

Attention must also be given, and immediately, to 
plans for a cluster of small ports, without runways, 
perhaps 160 to 200 acres, to accommodate private 
flying which will not be permitted to clutter up 
precious air space above major fields. Construction 
of three or four such fields, one at each compass 
point, should be ready to go the moment material 
and labor are available, 

Gates Williams and the Chamber of Commerce 
Air Board have done the city a great service in their 
report of yesterday. They speak the minds of every- 
one in St. Louis who bemoans the apathy or inde- 
cision that is responsible for our unreadiness to 
capitalize on natural advantages of location and 
industry. If we get to work now, St. Louis need not 
be a whistle stop. It can be one of the greatest air 
terminals in the world. 

TOO MANY ONE-MAN AUTOMOBILES. 

Military need was the reason for the recent one- 
third cut in the value of our B and C gasoline 
coupons. If our fighting forces need more gasoline, 
we must use less. We shall not use less if we are 
able to obtain enough additional coupons to offset 
the reduced value, 

The new regulation of the Office of Price Admin- 
istration, therefore, is consistent with the purpose 
of the reduced coupon value. It prevents motorists 
who cannot show that they are contributing to 
gasoline saving through sharing rides from getting 
coupons in increased numbers. 

Casual street observation shows there are too 
many empty seats in private automobiles, 
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SENATOR TRUMAN ON THE GLIDER CRASH. 

If Senator Truman needed, as he did not need, to 
defend his committee against charges that its rigor- 
ous demands for rigid inspections in airplane and 
other war plants have slowed production, he had a 
clincher in the example of the St. Louis glider dis- 
aster of Aug. 1. 

In that horrifying crash, Mayor William Dee 
Becker and nine other men, including the president 
of the glider company, lost their lives because a 
defective part in a wing strut fitting had slipped 
by in a loose inspection system at the factory of a 
subcontractor. Even if tight inspection procedure 
does slow production—and that is not necessarily 
true—there can be utterly no excuse for endangering 
the lives of American pilots. 

In a part of his speech not delivered because of 
radio time limits, the Senator said: “Had we checked 
earlier and criticised the company for installing 
these defective parts, the president of the glider com- 
pany, like United States Steel and Curtiss-Wright 
officials, might have resented it. But he would have 
been alive today.” 

That’s an answer to the critics of the Truman 
committee, 
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STALEMATE ON THE RUSSIAN FRONT? 

It is India rubber optimism to hope that the Red 
armies can ford their Rubicon in force and roll on 
toward Germany within a matter of months. True 
that what looked, on July 5, like the first crunch of 
Hitler’s annual Drang nach Osten, was turned, by 
the last of August, into cause for cannonading cele- 
bration in Moscow. True that a “Latvian Army of 
Liberation” has thrust through the Velikie Lyki line 
to the north, and that Col. Gen. Tolbukhin will prob- 
ably. pinch off an arm of Wehrmacht in the Kuban 
and Crimea. But Russian gains have been those of 
occupation rather than of rout. . 

High-banked and haughty is the Nazi-held Dnieper 
to the west, and it bristles, from Kiev northward 
and southward, with Todt-like preparations for deep 
defense. Within yearning view of the gilt-domed 
holy city, and its great golden gate that has so long 
been a pilgrims’ goal, are the eager, mobile forces 
of Gen. Rokossovsky. They seem to have reached 
it by expert German timing. The rains have come— 
rains that make quagmires of battlegrounds and 
mud-clutch the thrusting power of war machines. 
Mired, too, for a time, will be the lower armies of 
Vatutin and Malinovsky, and a halt called unless 
some military miracle channels natural lull into 
some unexpected advantage. 

German retreat in Russia has been systematized. 
Town by doomed town has been razed. Losses in 
men, materiel and even prisoners have been light 
considering the scale of withdrawal. To clinch the 
offensive, Russian rails must be changed to a wider 
gauge and supply lines must be perfected. And 
Soviet soldiers themselves must surely need a space 
of rest. 3 

We may hope for better, but wisely anticipate 
stalemate, and some further shift of German divi- 
sions to meet Allied forces in Southern Europe. 
There is more truth than apology in the line from 
Radio Berlin—‘“strategic withdrawal” and “consolida- 
tion.” German defeats in Russia have not been en- 
circlements since Stalingrad, are not likely to take 
on the tinge of panic, even in a Soviet winter of- 
fensive, when the opposing forces are so well 
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matched. Defenders, it is a military maxim, have 
close to a 2-to-1 advantage so long as their morale 
is intact and supplies keep moving. 

Some such freak of demoralization as made an 
Octavian victory at Actium, or of miscalculation and 
faulty generalship as gave Napoleon the field at 
Austerlitz, might add a second string to Russian 
victories. Otherwige the Kremlin probably expects 
a third winter of bearing by far the greatest bur- 
den of the European war. 

“No separate peace” was the original Soviet agree- 
ment, with later hints that without timely fulfill- 
ment of the second front promise, that decision 
might be changed. Moscow conference or no Mos- 
cow conference, effective Western Buropean diver- 
sion of German strength is overdue. 
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ONE GOVERNOR INSTEAD OF SIX. 

So far, the score on proposals before the Constitu- 
tional Convention is 2 to 0 in favor of meritorious 
changes that deserve the support of the public. 
Following introduction last week of the pro- 
posal to classify property for taxation purposes, the 
convention now has received a plan for a cabinet 
form of State government, under which the Governor 
would be the only elective official of the executive 
branch, 

This feature of the flan simply means that Mis- 
souri would have one executive head with power to 
appoint departmental heads and would be charged 
with responsibility for his appointments. In other 
words, the Governor would appoint his cabinet just 
as the President of the United States. now does. 
Under the present system, the Governor and five 
“little Governors” are elected, with a good deal of 
confusion resulting. 

Most of our Governors in recent years have con- 
cluded from experience that division of authority 
among six elective officials is inimical to good gov- 
ernment. Our old-fashioned Constitution ‘ doesn’t 
give the nominal Governor the authority to carry 


‘out his over-all responsibility; in fact, it paves the 


way for conflicts by giving supreme authority in 
some matters to five subordinate officials. 

Critics have charged that the plan ig “dictatorial.” 
From former Gov. Caulfield has come the answer- 
ing opinion that it would in fact strengthen democ- 
racy by doing away with confusion resulting from 
a long ballot. 

Experience has shown that the great majority 
of voters, after giving ‘consideration to candidates 
for Governor and United States Senator, mark their 
ballots for minor State officials along the same 
party lines they follow in voting for President. To 
stop this lack of discrimination to the voting for 
Governor, the new plan would put the gubernatorial 
elections in “off years,” that is, in years other than 
those of presidential elections. 

The office-holders and the politicians won’t like 
this plan, which would strip them of a godd deal 
of power. But it commends itself to the public. 
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SHO-ME SALE SHOWS UP PRIVATE UTILITIES. 

The bogy of “socialization” which so excited the 
14 privately owned utility companies that opposed 
sale of the Missouri Blectric Power Co. to the Sho- 
Me Power Co-operative needn't frighten Missouri's 
citizens any more: than it did the State Public 
Service Commission, which has just approved the 
deal. 

Opposition was ably bowled over when the commis- 
sion pointed out that, if the company offered for sale 
was as redoubtable as the private interests seemed 
to think, all they had to do was to step in and buy 
the properties themselves. But the properties, not 
profitable of late, were not too inviting, apparently, 
for the REA co-operative was the only bidder for 
them as a whole. 

In general, this situation is a sign of the times, 


of something that is going on all over the country. 


Missouri Electric is a unit in the Ogden Corporation 
holding system. Ogden was bound to dispose of it 
under an integration order, such as the Securities 
and Exchange Commission has issued to numerous 
holding companies. 

Holding companies are being directed to divest 
themselves of properties not geographically inte- 
grated, and private capital doesn’t seem inclined to 
step forward with bids. About the only market is 
in sale to co-operatives or publicly owned utilities. 

If privately owned utilities want,to howl convinc- 
ingly, they had better give up their dog-in-the- 
manger attitude. The 14 objectors to the Sho-Me 
purchase didn’t want the co-operative to get Missouri 
Hlectric, but they didn’t show any eagerness to 
buy it themselves.

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A CHANCE FOR A NEW START. 

The new chairman of the House select committee 
investigating the FCC is an entirely new member of 
the committee, Representative Clarence Lea of Cali- 
fornia, appointed this week by the Speaker, Mr. Ray- 
burn. Lea, who is chairman of the Interstate Com- 
merce Committee, will labor under the disadvantage 
of taking over from a man who pretty thoroughly 
discredited himself—Eugene Cox of Georgia. Cox, 
exposed by the FCC as having accepted a fee from 
a broadcasting station for representing it in an 
application to the commission for a license, tried 
to get revenge by making the House committee the 
creature of his hatred. His unfairness and blatant 
publicity-seeking worked against him and, after a 
denunciation of his tactics by \the American Civil 
Liberties Union, he resigned under fire—leaving the 
committee altogether. 

The new chairman possesses the advantage of hav- 
ing had no association with the committee up to 
now. It is a further advantage that, if he does a 
good job, it will stand out by contrast as light stands 
out against darkness, The best start he could make 
would be to call for repudiation of all the commit- 
tee has done, including the selection of its counsel, 
EB. L. Garey of New York. The Civil Liberties 
Union said in its denunciation of Cox that Garey 
had “grossly violated all the canons of a fair inquiry 
and revealed a bias as great as that of the chair- 
man.” | 

Chairman Lea will not go far without making 
plain the whole course of his intentions, one way 
or the other. Cox has left such a howling mess 
that nothing less than a complete clean-up will 
suffice.

Our Fear of Revolution 


London journal wants to know if English-speaking allies intend to 


win war by sheer weight of metal, or if we intend to use the revo- 
lutionary weapon as well; so far, signe indicate a traditional Eng- 


land and America are fighting to restore a traditional Europe. 


From the New Statesman and Nation, London. 


AN this war be won by the sheer 

weight of metal in our bombs, guns 

and tanks and the millions of men the 
United Nations can mobilize to operate 
their more numerous and deadly ma- 
chines? Doubtless it can, though the 
achievement may occupy more years than 
most of us like to reckon. 


But is this the way in which we would 
wish to win it? 


The peoples of Europe, friends and en- 
emies alike, have on this hypothesis re- 
mained inactive to the end. AMG takes 
charge of them as our invading armies 
advance. It forbids all political activity. 
It installs in Athens and Belgrade the old 
discredited dynasties. It secures the 
claims of the House of Savoy in Rome. 
What it does in France we are not sure. 


In Germany, it settles down to govern 
the country directly like a backward 
Crown Colony for an indefinite number. of 
years. It makes an end of the Nazi party, 
but what does it propose to do with the 
twin ruling class of the Junkers and heavy 
industrialists, more sovereign today than 
ever before, because the liquidation of the 
“little man” has been completed? 


Is It a Conservative War? 


Defeated, disarmed and punished the 
Germans will certainly be, but will the 
social structure be changed which cursed 
her people and shattered Europe? 


This is the formula for a conservative 
war. It springs from minds which dread 
the masses and fear revolution only a little 
less than they fear the Nazis. It will pro- 
long the struggle, and stereotype, in a Con- 
tinent dominated by monopoly capital, the 
social events out of which this war arose. 
Does it mean traditional England and con- 
servative America are fighting to restore 
traditional Europe? 


We put this question bluntly because we 
believe that it goes to the root of most of 
our difficulties in the present phase of 
this war- ‘\e tension between the Western 
Powers and Moscow, our awkward rela- 
tions with the Fighting French, the tangle 
in the Balkan peninsula and our failure 
to use the opening that promised so much 
in Italy. 


Kings in the Balkans. 


In listening to Mr. Churchill’s broadcast 
from Quebec, we sought in vain for any 
evidence that he is learning from events. 
There was‘ none. He used some of, the 
happy phrases that never fail him abput 
the French, He was tactful and even mag- 
nanimous in his reply to Russian criti- 
cisms. He missed once more his ghance to 
touch the Italian masses. 


But for us, the outstanding passage was 
that in which he went out of his way to 
express his hope that the Kings of Greece 
and Jugoslavia will soon be restored to 
their thrones. 


The young King of Yugoslavia has no 
record, but on his dynasty lies a heavy 
share of the responsibility for the internal 
feuds and external complicities that have 
cursed a gallant people: it has hitherto 
typified Serbian impefialism, 


On King George of Greece falls the en- 
tire responsibility for the brutal period of 
Fascism under Gen. Metaxas. Few, if 
any, of the active patriots of Greece wish 
to see him on his throne again. Kings in 


1 guine., 


the Balkans were always the tools by which 
the great powers have imposed their pol- 
icy on its peoples. Mr. Churchill's words will 
be understood in every coffee house east of 
Vienna in that sense. 


Is it this same fear of revolution that 
accounts for the slow development of the 
Italian crisis? Certainly nothing has been 
said or done to aid the popular movement, 
which ardently desires peace but is also 
bent on establishing a new social order 
within a republic. The long delay gave 
the Germans time to dig themselves in and 
reinforce their army on Italian soil, which 
was negligible when Mussolini fell. 


Had the Masses Risen. 


The words “unconditional surrender” 
were foolishly inelastic. Some assurance 
may be: expected that we mean to respect 
the truly national territory—that we will 
not, for example, play with the negligible 
movement of Sicilian separatism. 


Again, the bombing of Milan, the house 
of the revolutionary movement, was not a 
happily timed action. Has it re-created 
Italian solidarity? To this enigmatic sit- 
uation we miss any certain clew. Will the 
invasion of the mainland be, as we fear, 
another essay in the mechanistic concep- 
tion of war? If we }nad dared to call on 
the masses to rise, the effort would have 
been easier and the future more promising.

The Clash of Concepts. 


As we see it, two conceptions of the fu- 
ture are at issue in the whole conduct of 
the war, and the most momentous of sev- 
eral tests faces us in Germany. Stalin has 
done more than the rest of us together 
to defeat the Nazis by sheer weight of 
metal and masses of men. But he persists 
in believing that it is also worth while to 
stimulate a German revolution. That can 
happen only if part of the German Army 
turns to Himmler’s Praetorian Guard, S. 8. 
and Gestapo, and destroys it. 


We hope the appeal of the Free Ger 
mans from Moscow to the Army and the 
nation may succeed, but we are not san- 
The chances of success would have 
been incomparably greater if, from London 
and Washington as well as from Moscow, 
there had come any encouragement to the 
Germans to revolt. We have merely de 
manded “unconditional surrender.” This 
fundamental difference cuts deeper than 
any justifiable soreness the Russians feel 
over our delay in making a second front. 
What really divides us is whether we are 
fighting to make Europe secure for mon- 
opoly capital or for common men.

Who Fought in South Pacifi¢ 


“Out im the Boondocks/’ by James D. Heran an 
Gerold Frank. (G. P. Putnam's Sons, New York. 
ERE is a well-knit compilation of grip- 
ping blood-and-tears stories told by 21 
United States Marines who saw and felt 
action in the Solomons, Most of the men 
interviewed by Messrs. Horan and Frank 
told their experiences while hospitalized in 
this country; some have returned to the 
front, while others will never go back. 

The authors must have recorded the in- 
dividual sagas on a dictaphone or in short- 
hand as they were told, for they are im- 
pressively authentic and expressionistic. The 
reader gets the feeling, as he does with few 
war books, that he has a box seat near the 
firing line. This book should be high on 
the list for wartime reading.

A Book About Maps. 
HERE ‘has probably never n a time 
when maps were more widely used in 


| military and other specialized fields, o- 


were of greater interest to the general pub- 
lic, than the present. Thus there is much 
timeliness in an elementary book on the 
subject, “Maps” (Oxford University Press), 
by Alexander D’Agapeyeff and E. C. R. 
Hadfield. These writers explain how maps 
are made, discuss the different kinds and 
tell the history of map-making. 
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N a recent radio broadcast I 

called attention without com- 

ment to an article in the cur- 
rent “Foreign Affairs” by Leland 
Stowe, entitled “The Evolution of 
the Red Army.” 

Stowe sets out to explain the 
Russian successes, and reveals that 
these are the result of an organic 
development that has taken place 
in the Soviet Army and the Soviet 
state. 

Emerging from this development 
is an outstanding fact: the peo- 
ples’ army of Russia has militar- 
ized the Russian people. 

Stowe, who was an observer in 
the first Finnish war, attributes 
the Russian fumbling to bad infor- 
mation which it received from its 
agents. Russia expected to get the 
bases it wanted without a fight. 

This misinformation from Rus- 
sian agents, together with similar 
misinformation from all countries, 
may be the chief reason for Stalin’s 
dissolution of the comintern. 
Throughout the world it has 
proved itself hopelessly incompe- 
tent as an arm of Soviet policy.

After the Finnish war, Russia 
had 15 months to reorganize, and 
did it fully. This reorganization af- 
fected old institutions. The polit- 
ical commissars with the Red 
Army, originally Communist prop- 
agandists and supervisors, became 
Army morale officers, and through 
incomparable opportunities for: ob- 
servation on the various fronts be- 
came reserve officers who were 
eventually put into the fighting 
forces. This explains to a large 
degree the capability shown by the 
Red Army to put new armies into 
the field with veteran campaign- 
ers to officer them. 

The Red Army, even at the be- 
ginning of this war still under the 
leadership of revolutionary heroes 
such as Budenny and Voroshilov, 
has become a modern army under 
professional officers, and these of- 
ficers are the leading caste in the 
Soviet state. 

The development that Stowe 
describes shows that during this 
war. the Soviet ‘revolution has 
ended and the Soviet state has 
emerged and consolidated. This 
state has shown itself capable of 
fantastic organization in the civil- 
lan as well as tke military field; 
it is the instrument of a young 
and extremely vital people; its 
army is quite out of the Valley 
Forge state; its foreign policy is 
that of a powerful state and not 
of an international revolutionary 
movement; and it is the strongest 
state and army on the Eurasian 
continent at this moment.

Russia’s Postwar Power. 

HEN the Germans attacked 

Russia this time, everybody 

hoped for a long Russian 
“well informed” 
military circles in Washington es- 
timated it at six weeks. It was 
considered over - optim by 
many when President Roosevelt 


predicted in the winter of 1941) 


that the Russians still would be 
fighting in the summer of 1942, 

Gradually official opinion 
changed to recognizing that the 
Russians would be among the vic- 
tor nations, but still on the as- 
sumption that they would play a 
minor role. The most that was 
hoped for was see-saw and stale- 
mate, with the Western Powers 
again striking the final decision. 

Now the political and military 
crisis that this column has been 
predicting for three months is 
clear. 

The assumption has been false. 

Up to the end of this war the 
Russian Army will be the strong- 
est army of the Allies and after 
the war it will be the strongest 
on the Eurasian continent. 

This is a fact. Our liking it or 
not liking it is immaterial. It is 
a fact that must be taken into ac- 
count in both our military and po- 
litical strategy. 

It undoubtedly accounts for the 
desire to shift Gen. George &. 
Marshall from the position as chief 
of staff, which he so ably fills, to 
commander of European opera- 
tions. For we must speed up those 
operations. 


. * * 

The question of whether the 
Germans are retreating voluntarily 
from Russia or being beaten is ir- 
relevant. 

They were on the offensive in 
Russia until July 12, two days after 
our landing in Sicily. The Ger- 
man concept was obviously to deal 
a knockout blow to the Russians 
before the European theater be- 
came menacing. They failed; they 
were beaten; and they have lost 
the Russian war already. They 
did not attack Russia in order to 
hold a Leningrad-Odessa line cen- 
tered in the pripet marshes. They 
fought to win grain and oil and 
drive Russia out of Europe into 
Asia, and no German now believes 
it can be done. 

But, furthermore, it is due to 
this false military assumption that 
our postwar reconstruction plans 
for Europe are quite worthless. 
We need to begin to plan again 
from scratch, and to begin quickly.

Rate of Turnover in War 
Plants Revealed in 
OWI Repoft. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 6 (AP).— 


©. \As fast as war plants in labor 


shortage areas hire two women, 
one other woman quits ner job. 

This rate of turnover was re- 
ported by the Office of War In- 
formation today on the basis of 
returns submitted by 16,600 war 
plants to the War Manpower Com- 
mission. 

Percentages of hiring and quit- 
ting of woman workers among a 
total female employment of four 
million in the surveyed area show 
that actually more than one 


woman quit for each two hired. 

The quitting rate was 62 per 
cent while biring was only 11.6 
per cent. Quitting rate for men 
was 3.9 per cent of a total male 
employment. of more than nine 
million. 

An additional 1.7 per cent of 
the womien were listed as separa- 
tions for other than voluntary 
reasons. 

Separation rates for any reason 
whatever ran 13 per cent higher 
for women than for men, despite 
the fact that the men’s separation 
included those called into military 
service. 

According to WMC estimates, 
1,400,000 women must be added to 
the labor force by July, 1944. 

OWI said that while this condi- 
tion may not extend throughout 
the country, it is obvious that if 
a. quitting rate of one for every 
two women hired applies, the ad- 
ditional number needed for war- 
time production and services 
would be doubled. 

Reasons for women quitting in- 
cluded these: 

A wife wants to-follow her sol- 
died husband from one camp to 
another. 

Marriage and birth rates are in- 
creasing. 

A woman may take a job to 
supplement the family income and 
then quit when her husband gets 
a pay increase. 

Household duties, child care, 
shopping and transportation dif- 
ficulties and other frequent rea- 
sons, especially in labor shortage 
areas,

St. Louisan Home — Downed 
Two Japanese ‘Zekes’ on 
Globe-Girding Trip. 


Lt. James B. Ratican, Flying 
Fortress pilot, is back in St. Louis 
today after completing a 52,000- 
mile round-the-world flight during 
which he shot down two “Zekes,” 
the new Japanese version of the 
Zero, and was himself shot down. 

Lt. Ratican, who celebrated his 
twenty-first birthday yesterday at 
the home of his parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. William A, Ratican, 6953 Co- 
lumbia place, said Army security 
officers would not allow him to 
tell the detals of his special mis- 
sion, last July, but said only that 
he was transporting supplies for 
the Services of Supplies. On the 
28-day trip, he said, he and his 
crew tolched every continent ex- 
cept Australia, and flew over Rus- 
sia, ‘Norway, Denmark, Sweden, 
North Africa, India, China, the Fiji 
Islands and New Guinea. 

“Two Zekes jumped us off New 
Guinea,’’ he _ related,” but we 
knocked them both down * man- 
aged to get away.” 

Off the Fiji Islands enemy planes 
attacked and forced him to make 
a crash landing, he said. “Five 
members of my crew were killed 
and only the co-pilot and I es- 
caped.” 

On a previous mission last May 
while he was stationed at Guadal- 
canal he was hit in the shoulder 
by a bullet and in the side by 
shrapnel which put him in the hos- 
pital for three weeks.

Prejudice Kept Woman Doc- 
tor Out of Medical Society 
for 10 Years. 


Thirteen elderly physicians, vet- 
erans of the owl-car calls and the 
kitchen-table operations of the last 
century, were honored by the St.

EARNED RUN RULE 


In view of the fact that only. 
three of the six runs scored by the 
Cards and Yankees in the first 
world series game were officially 
Classified as “earned,” a reprint of 


the baseball rule covering this fea- 
ture should be of interest: 
RULE 70, Sec, 12—A_ run 
earned off a pitcher shall be 
scored every time a player reach- 
es home base by the aid of safe 
hits, stolen bases, putouts, bases 
on balls, hit batsmen, wild pitch- 
es, (even though the wild pitch 
be a third strike), balks... be- 
fore fielding chances have been 
—** to retire the team... 
The pitcher shall be given the 
benefit of doubt whenever field- 
ing errors are made and in deter- 
mining the base to which a run- 
ner should have been held with 
perfect support on the part of 
the fielders. A _ fielding error 
made by the pitcher shall be con- 
sidered the same as any other 
error. No run can be earned

a time when normally producers 
are loading heavily can only be 
described, traders said, as a type 
of producers’ strike against the 
ceiling priee, 

The trade seemed agreed that 
light receipts would continue for 
three or four weeks, but then the 
realization on the part of pre 
ducers that the ceiling price is 
there to stay as well as colder 
weather together with lack of adé- 
quate shelter of a large part of 
the record hog supply, would start 
the stream moving to market.

‘Little Theaters’ 


Thrive in Filmland 
By Sidney Skolsky 


HOLLYWOOD. 

HERE are probably more little theaters in 
Hollywood than in any town in the United 
States. And that includes New York, where 
Broadway practically means “the theater.” There 
is a huge difference, 
however, between 
the little theaters of 
Hollywood and the 
theater of New 

York. 


There, on Broad- 

way, the performer 

gets billing and a 

salary and has def- 

initely arrived at a 

station in his career. 

Here in Hollywood, 

the hopefuls go into 

the theater as if 

they were going to school, and their hope is to 
be discovered and get a job in the movies.

THE THEATERS here dot practically’ every 
pathway, and often what you may think is a 
weather-beaten bungalow is a little theater where 


a group is rehearsing in “Stage Door.” Some- 
times the little theater is called a “Workshop,” 
and is very modern, with indirect lighting, like 
the “Geller Workshop” on Wilshire Boulevard. 
But most of them are renovated old houses, an- 
other was formerly a night club, and another 
occupies a store that used to sell plumbing fix- 
tures.

THIS LITTLE store is on LaCienega Boule- 
vard, and it is now the home of the “Art Players.” 
The Art Players are a group of girls who pay 
five dollars per month each toward a common 
fund which takes care of the rent and the lights. 
They, themselves promote and make all _ their 
props and scenery. These Art Players are under 
the direction of a thin man, Ernst Lommer, who, 
you will be informed, was once a well known stage 
director in Vienna. That town must have bulged 
with theatrical talent. Lommer has writter his 
own version of “Hamlet,” and the play is now 
in rehearsal with an all-feminine cast. I'm tell- 
ing you, you don’t know about the little theaters 
of Hollywood. ;

IN THE PARLOR of some dilapidated bunga- 
low, a gréup of boys and girls will be taking les- 
sons from some dramatic coach, for not every- 


one in Hollywood is in the movies or at some 
gay party. I have been to one of these bunga- 
lows to watch the performance of a play. The 
stage is the center of the room, there are no foot- 
lights or scenery, and the spectators, numbering 
about a dozen, sit on the floor, and the play is 
performed at their very feet. And watching 
these youngsters (who are often stock players or 
chorus girls, and who are paying their good 
money to learn enough to give this performance), 
you cannot deny that they are ambitious. 

But not all of the little theaters are of this 
type. A few of them are what might be called 
“high class.” One of the better known schools 
in town is the Bliss-Hayden. This is run by 
Lela Bliss and her husband, Harry Hayden, who 
are old-time vaudeville troupers.

EVERY EVENING at the Bliss-Hayden you 
can see a collection of hopefuls rehearsing a play, 
and then there will come the week when the play 


is presented for an audience composed of their 
friends and talent scouts. Every movie company 
assigns a member of their scouting department 
to catch a performance of a play put on in one 
of these little theaters, for the movies are always 
on the lookout for new performers, and perhaps a 
new play. 

Don't laugh at these little theaters or pity 
them. Out of their parlors, out of their cellars, 
from their small improvised stages they deliver 
the goods. Cheryl Walker, of “Stage Door Can- 
teen,” got her first recognition at the Geller Work- 
shop, where she studied evenings after her daily 
stint as stand-in. Alan Ladd and Jack Carson 
also came from the little theaters of ‘Hollywood.

» THE MOST FAMOUS of all the little theaters 
in the United States is the Pasadena Playhouse. 
From its stage came many now famous movie 
names, Among the recent ones are Helmut Dan- 
tine, now featured in “Passage to Marseille,” as 
well as his ex-wife, Owen Anderson, who played 
on Broadway in “Janie.” Laird Cregar came from 
there and so did Vic Mature. 

A new little theater that will be heard from 
is the Actors’ Lab, which is now housed in a 
barn. This school is modeled after the Group 
Theater, and some of the instructors are former 
members of the Group Theater. This little thea- 
ter, the Actors’ Lab, is trying to do its bit in 
the war effort, taking condensed versions of fa- 
mous plays on tour of the nearby Army Camps.

HOLLYWOOD, the cinema city, is overstocked 
with people who are studying to be successful 
movie players. Not every school is good and not 
everyone “makes good. There is one group run 
by a former movie actor who no longer can get 
jobs. He is now teaching acting, and the gag is 
that this instructor is surrounded by a group 
of students who are teaching him how to act.

Ears are very delicate and 
highly sensitive. One cannot be too 
careful in treating them, — 

The baby’s ears have to be 
cleansed daily. Be gentle, most 
gentle about it, Don’t wrap a bit 
of cotton about a toothpick and 
poke it into the child’s ear. He 
may turn swiftly and unexpectedly 
and the sharp little stick may do 
damage to his ear..Roll a bit of 
cotton into a firm pencil like a roll 
and wipe the inside of the ear 
with it. 

Don’t take hold of the outer ear 
and pull toward you while you 
wipe inside the ear. Hold the 

baby’s head in the hollow of your 
hand, or rest it on the pillow on 
your knee, steady him while you 
work, but please don’t steady him 
by a hold on his tender ear, 

Don’t ever pull a child's ears, 
Never strike him on the ear. Deaf- 
ness has been brought upon a 
child by a slap on his ear, If you 
must slap a child slap him on his 
padded place, but never, never on 
his ears. Think twice about it, and 
don’t slap him at all. 

When a child complains of ear- 
ache, and a hot. water bottle fails 
to comfort him, don’t begin treat- 
ment yourself, Put no medicine in 
a child's ears until the physician 


R OUGH treatment is dangerous 


in charge of him orders it. Only 
the physician trained in = the 
knowledge of ailing ears has the 
right to treat an aching ear. Any- 
one else attempting it is likely td 
do harm. Better be safe than 
sorry, for an injured ear is slow 
to heal, and hearing once lost is 
hard to —e

Hearing is so precious that one 
should be overcareful to preserve 
it for the children. They, having 
no idea of the risk they run, take 
little heed to warnings. They run 
about in the cold, during high 
winds, with their. ears exposed. 
Few ears can stand vepeated 
blasts of cold air without suffer- 
ing. Try to teach children to pull 
their caps down over their ears in 
cold stormy weather. 

When a child’s ear “runs” per- 
sistently, don’t try to treat it, Go

Diet Rules 
Are Upset 
By the War

HE war has taught us a good 
T deal about foods. Note, I do 

not say it has taught us a 
great deal about the science of 
dietetics, but about foods. For the 
average North American I sup- 
pose the most poignant lesson is 
the number of foods he finds he 
can do without. And indeed the 
possibilities of substitution consti- 
tute one of the most important 
things we have learned, Others are 


the possibilities of dehydration and 
concentrated rations. 
2 Ss 

I BELIEVE the most important 
result of war rationing has been 
to teach that the rules of dietetics 
are not necessarily as rigid as the 
new style nutritionists have laid 
down, “Rules were made for 
slaves,” is a good rule for you to 
observe at the dinner table, and 
“What's one man’s meat is another 
man’s poison” is one of the sound- 
est of dietetic advisements. 

For instance, Professor George 
R. Cowgill, of Yale, very properly 
lays down the well-known figures 
that a basic diet must furnish (a) 
energy, (b) protein, (c) minerals 
and (d) vitamins, and that the 
energy is derived from protein, car- 
bohydrate and fat, each yielding 
respectively 4, 4 and 9 calories per 
gram, and that the average man 
of 70 kilograms (154 pounds) 
weight requires on the average 
3000 calories a day. 

Then he goes on to say very 
sensibly that just how he distrib- 
utes this energy intake among 
the three classes of food is, 
within certain limits, a matter 
of taste. The most concen- 
trated source of energy is 
fat, and three-quarters of a pound 
of fat is enough to furnish all his 
daily calories. But here the limita- 
tions come in because an exclusive 
fat diet would cause acidosis, and 
the fat must be diluted with car- 
bohydrates (starches and sugars) 
and protein.

THERE IS a basic protein re- 
quirement, but it varies somewhat. 
The daily amounts of minerals and 
vitamins are laid down very rigid- 
ly by the classic nutritionists, but 
here also some leeway may be al- 
lowed, 

Professor Stare, of Harvard, 
writes: “The adult requirement 
for protein is given as 70 grams a 
day, but it must not be implied 
that if one gets 50 grams he will 
be malnourished. If the adult re- 
qirement for vitamin A is given 
as 5000 units a day, this does not 
imply that if one receives 3000 
units a day he will be malnour- 
ished, although he may be skating 
on thin ice.”

8S. C. N.: Is there a cure for 
milk leg, or even a help? Will an 
operation prove successful? 

Answer: Milk leg is due to a 
clot in the vein, It follows child- 
birth and operations. With rest 
and elevation of the limb it always 
heals.

West opened the club ace (here- 
by making it unnecessary for de- 
clarer to guess that suit) and, on 
East's high card signal, continued 
with the club deuce. The king was 
put up and the diamond jack was 
immediately led. East covered, de 
clarer won and cashed the queen, 
but his third diamond lead, ruffed 
in dummy, was overruffed by East, 
and that was that. 

As it happened, feclarer could 
have made his 12 tricks by means 
of a squeeze (i. e., after taking the 
diamond finesse, he could have run 
all his hearts and eventyally West 
would have had to unguard either 
the diamond or the spade suit), but 
this would have been double 
dummy play, and the real point 
was that the contract itself, de 
pending as it did on a highly fa- 
vorable position of cards in 
diamonds and clubs, wag far from 
sound, 


It requires little analysig of the 
bidding to discover that it was 
South who was éntirely respon- 
sible for the bad contract. His 
three heart bid on the second 
round was all right, but he had 
nothing to spare in that call. 
Hence, when North correctly 
“went along” with South's strong 
bidding by showing the club 
suit, South should have been 
quite satisfied to bid only four 
hearts, 


The best way to prove that 
North's bidding was sound is to 
pose this question: What would 
South have bid if he had held ex- 
actly the same hand but with the 
club ace substituted for the club 
six? The answer, obviously 
enough, is that he would have bid 
precisely the same three hearts 
that he did bid. With thig hand, 
however, the slam would be an 
absolute laydown; indeed, there 
would be a fair play for 13 tricks. 
With the stronger hand, South's 
three heart bid followed by a six 
heart bid would be eminently 
correct, but with his actual hand, 
having jumped in heartg on the 
second round, he had nothing left 
vith which to accept any slam 
nvitation.
